wasn 't enough, the Europe- 
ans began raping the 
women, killing the people, 
and stripping Uiem of their 
land. As time went on, the 
Natives were sent to barren 
land called reservations lo- 
cated far away from white 
people. Their children were 
taken away from their fami- 
lies and sent to residential 



schools where tiiey were 
beaten and forced to speak 
tiie white man's tongue. In 
short, the white people trans- 
formed tiie traditional Na- 
tive children into modem, 
"civilized" children. As 
there (sic) children became 
adults, having famiUes of 
their own, they raised their 
children to speak English, 
leam the European tradi- 
tions, and act as white men 
and women, for fear of this 
generation having to expe- 
rience tiie same treatment 
the generation before had 
incurred. The white man 
stripped the Natives of their 
land, their traditions, their 
way of life, and of them- 
selves; but it did not stop 
here. This treatment re- 
mains in existence today. 

Land is a constant issue 
between the govemment 
and die natives. The Oka 
crisis was a prime example 
of Quebec's disrespect for 
Native land. This "divide 
and conquer" attitude must 
stop because the Native peo- 
ple will not stand up for it 
any longer, as they have 
proven at Oka. These peo- 
ple are not ignorant as they 
once were about the fact 
tiiat tiiey can own property. 
And as any other person 
would do, they defend tiieir 
land when another intrudes. 
The govemment call s it civil 
disobedience — the Natives 
call it survival. 

Property is not the only 
issue at hand: die Native 
Canadians were self-gov- 
erning and tiieir form of gov- 
emment was not only effec- 
tive, but in being concerned 
for the welfare of its people, 
it was better tiian our mod- 
em form of goverrmient. 
The Native Canadians want 
this back. The Canadian 
govemment will not give it 
back, it only ignores and 
overlooks the Natives. They 



deserve much better than 
what they receive — and 
what tiiey receive is not very 
much. 

Canadian unity is wither- 
ing away quickly and noth- 
ing seems to be able to stop 
it. A weakened nationalism 
aids in the deterioration of 
our country. With the Na- 
tive concems falling on deaf 
ears, there is no hope in re- 
building our national unity. 
The Native situation is only 
one part of the constitutional 
debate; there exists the 
French separation issue and 
the bilingual debate. These 
issues must be dealt with 
one at a time. Our country 
requires constitutional res- 
toration now, before our 
country falls apart com- 
pletely. The Natives want 
to govem themselves as well 
as their territory, yet inter- 
act with the govemment 
through sovereignty asso- 
ciation. It could work if 
they were given a chance; a 
chance is all tiiey ask for. 

The residential schools no 
longer exist and the Natives 
are not forced to live on 
reservations anymore — tiiis 
is good but not good enough. 
We stripped the Natives of 
their land and of their tradi- 
tions. The Canadian gov- 
emment constantiy over- 
looks tiie Native people and 
considers them second class 
citizens. The Natives want 
to be a distinct society; in 
fact they aheady are a dis- 
tinct society all on their own, 
the only problem is the Ca- 
nadian government has not 
realized it yet. They should 
receive recognition because 
they were the fnst peoples 
in Canada, before the white 
man ever set foot on this 
ground. If any culture de- 
serves distinct status, the 
Natives top the Hst.

Lesbianism Revisited

Since the advent of the 
Bush administration, there 
has been a self-declared 'all 
out war' on drugs. The illegal 
shipment and sale of illicit 
drugs is a 500 billion dollar a 
year business. Of that, the 
American government spends 
over 20 billion dollars a year 
fighting the 'war on drugs'. 

They have recently tried 
to dismantle the largest co- 
caine cartel in the world, 
based in Medellin Colombia. 
In a country where poverty is 
more than abundant, there are 
also 6 billionaires and 150 
multi-millionaires, living off 
the profits of cocaine sales. 
When the American govern- 
ment finally ousted the head 
of the Medellin cartel, the 
second largest cartel from Cali 
took up the slack and became 
twice as powerful. With this 
the Americans packed their 
bags and left knowing the 
battie had only cost the Co- 
lombian people much blood- 
shed and pain, for what was 
essentially an American prob- 
lem. 

In Peru they have been 
more successful. In this vast 
country there are over 
720,000 acres of coca fields, 
with 250,000 coca farmers 
working the land earning no 
more than 160 million dollars 
a year. The Peruvian govern- 
ment was not very receptive 
to the American intervention 
for fear of repeating the Co- 
lombian example. 

However in trying to get a 
declaration signed the Peru- 
vian coca farmers united and 



voiced their opinions. Prima- 
rily, that the major problem 
exists in the streets of America 
where the demand is created. 
'One does not see Peruvians 
fighting over cocaine sales, 
and people do not get shot 
arguing over prices or territo- 
ries.' Secondly, one drug deal 
may yield thousands of dol- 
lars, yet the coca farmer only 
earns between 400 and 600 
dollars a year. In addition if a 
drug dealer is arrested he has 
the option to find other em- 
ployment, the coca farmer has 
no option. 

The American govern- 
ment has finally signed an 
agreement giving Peruvian 
farmers legitimate recogni- 
tion, and the authority to ne- 
gotiate as a union on the world 
market. Only in exchange for 
switching their crops from 
coca to other crops that would 
be guaranteed at prices above 
that of coca. 

The major concern is that 
though demand will remain 
at the same level, supply will 
diminish, raising prices and 
tempting farmers to grow 
coca. 

At a conference held in 
Lima one farmer summed up 
the feelings surrounding this 
problem, "Look, surely a suc- 
cessful drug dealer earns more 
than you in Washington. If 
you don't push drugs, it is 
because you have decent al- 
ternatives, you know drug 
dealing brings violence and 
corruption. You don't want 
to raise your family in hell. 
Why should I be any differ- 
ent, given the chance."

VII, Vni, DC, X and XI of tiie SGA constitution as read. 
BIRT the SGA Council adopt Article U, sub sections 
XII and Xni of the SGA constitution as read. 
BIRT the SGA Council adopt Article m of the SGA 
constitution as read. 

BIRT the SGA Council adopt Article IV, sub sections 
I and n of the SGA constitution as read. 
Following the adoption of any and all of the above 
motions, the following motion shall be moved. 
BIRT the SGA Council approve the constitution in- 
cluding the amendments contained within.

In 1975 when Loulan 
became a feminist she had to 
adopt the ferriinist uniform, 
and conform to their way of 
life, setting some of her be- 
liefs aside. Yet not even 20 
years later she admits that 
there is less pressure to fit 
into the world of the femi- 
nists. 

"Its like the collective 
unconscious of lesbians all 
over are coming out of 20 
years of following the femi- 
nist party line and saying 
'Wait!'" 

The major divide came 
in the mid 80' s when within 
the feminist community some 
activists shunned pornogra- 
phy. In reply other feminists 
argued it as a legitimate sexual 
expression. Some feminists 
attacked S & M and still other 
feminists celebrated it as a

With this divide it is no 
longer a matter if you're a 
feminist or not. It is a matter 
of what you believe in. Not 
blindly jumping on the band 
wagon and bashing a group 
that is defiant to the cause of 
the day. 

Finally lesbians can be 
as promiscuous as they wish; 
and are given the chance to be 
as free as they want to be.

Friends, students, country- 
men, "lend me your ears"! A few 
nights ago, at about two in the 
moming, a buddy and I discov- 
ered something that should be 
shared with all the closet revolu- 
tionaries of Laurentian and Canada 
in general. We were watching a 
controversial video and it dawned 
on us that there was a deeper mes- 
sage being portrayed. The story 
went that certain acts which the 
general public deems unaccept- 
able are being performed by those 
in power and because of the repu- 
tation of those in power, a blind 
eye is being turned to those acts. 
Case in point of said acts include 
the Kennedy Rape Trial and the 
public airing of a prospective 
judge's reputed sexual actions in 
the United Slates. For us, this was 
just the tip of the iceberg. Those 
people who are at the top either 
were bom and bred to be in influ- 
ential positions or had to fight to 
get to the top. In order to join the 
fraternity of those at the top, ques- 
tionable techniques are used and 
as long as they don' t get caught the 
actions are acceptable. Take, for 
example, the Martel incident, her 
father was a highly respected mem- 
ber of the Ontario NDP party for 
many years, and Shelley was bred 
for politics. Unfortunately, or for- 
tunately, she got caught using a 
pressure tactic that may end her 
political career. She may have 
used a political tactic that lobby 
groups and politicians have been 
using for years. Some might call it 
blackmail or extortion. Think 
about it; tactics such as Martel's 
are not acceptable for regular peo- 
ple but could be used by the gov- 
ernment, the institution, behind 
closed doors for what is called 
"the benefit of the people". This is 
pure hypocrisy! Here's a scary 
thought: as the regular people in- 
teract with the institution they re- 
alize that in order to get things 
done, backroompolitics and ques- 
tionable methods must be used. 
As they get more involved with 
the methods that the institution 
uses, they become the institution 
and forget their roots of decency. 
Controversial thought? I think so. 
The NDP, prior to being elected to 
the Ontario legislature, seemed to 
represent the regular people. Now 
that they have the power, the cor- 
ruption begins. They have put three 
bills on the table: "The Ontario 
Training Adjustment Board", "Re- 
form to the Ontario Labour Rela- 
tions Act" and "Working Towards 
Equality". Don't let the titles fool 
you, this legislation will restrict 
who businesses must hire, what 
unions employees must belong to, 
and the training that must be given 
to at the employers expense. These 
ideas were thought to be dead with 
the demise of the Soviet Union. 
The NDP government is using 
communist tactics to dictate what 
businesses can and cannot do. 
They say this is for the benefit of 
the people of Ontario, but these 
resuiction regulate where they 
can and cannot work. The institu- 
tion is not merely interested in 



suppressing free thought but also 
in suppressing of free choice of 
occupation. As the institution con- 
tinues to restrict people's choices 
in all aspects of life, rebellion 
against the institution grow. 
Throughout history there are nu- 
merous examples of rebellion be- 
cause of excess restriction to gen- 
eral public: the American Revolu- 
tion, the French Revolution, the 
Romanian Revolution, and the de- 
mise of Commiuiism in the East- 
em Block nations. The only way 
for the institution to restrain rebel- 
lion is to legislate against it, but 
this just breeds more resentment 
and more rebellion. 

What followed in our con- 
versation scared the hell out of me. 
We are all just sheep in the slaugh- 
ter-house of society. We are bom/ 
bred to be fleeced imtil a time 
when our productivity diminishes 
and then thrown away. We are 
expected to conform to the ac- 
cepted norms of society and free 
thought is being oppressed and 
bred out of our lives. 

The sixties were the ulti- 
mate period in the expression of 
free thought. Make love not war, 
peace on earth, tune in, turn on, 
drop out. These ideas rocked the 
institution and threatened to turn 
the free world to anarchy and 
chaos. The ideas at the time were 
too radical and the institution 
needed to get a handle on radical 
and free thought in order not to 
loose conu^ol of its power. How 
was this done? The easiest way to 
defuseapotentialenemy is tomake 
him your friend. The leaders and 
free thinkers of the sixties era were 
assimilated into the institution 
which they had held in contempt. 
They learned to use the question- 
able techniques that I talked about 
in order to get ahead in society. 
Once inside the institution, the free 
thinking leaders had the power to 
bring about changes that would 
promote peace and goodwill for 
all. but why would they want to do 
that? By promoting their own 
ideas, those that were popular in 
the sixties, the newly corrupt lead- 
ers and their institution would lose 
the power that they attained. As 
leaders of radical thinking groups, 
they had a taste of power, but once 
inside the institution, they had ab- 
solute power: and absolute power 
corrupts absolutely. 

The sixties died with a hor- 
rific crash and the seventies, which 
most people would like to forget, 
brought about the ideas of indi- 
vidualism but at the same time 
conformity. Think about disco. 
Disco music promoted the idea of 
everyone on a dance floor doing 
the same thing. Individual action 
was not wanted and would have 
upset the balance of the dance. 
The seventies were the result of 
the institution trying to regain con- 
trol of society by playing on con- 
formity. You say that this is talk- 
ing of a conspiracy, you better 
believe it! 

That conformity has lead 
us into an era where being politi- 
cally correct is the new way of life. 
Join in the group and support gov- 
ernment ideas fro the government 



isgoingtodoitanyway. Theword 
of the people has been stifled and 
we at University are the victims of 
that repression. 

Again I say think about it! 
Why did you come to university. 
Was it because of animdying urge 
to obtain knowledge, to fill your 
brains with knowledge for the sake 
of knowledge. I think not. We 
came here because of: 1 - we had 
nothing better to do; 2-our parents 
wanted us to go and were willing 
to pay for the expense; or 3- we 
have been bred to believe that we 
will have a better life if we have a 
piece of paper, which we can't 
even read, that says we are edu- 
cated. Why will we be better off 
after assimilating the ideas that 
the university institution says are 
good for us? University ideas don't 
promote fi"ee thinking; they make 
us conform to the ideas of the 
institution. They say that we learn 
to think for ourselves but I tell you 
right now, we think only what they 
want us to think. 

Since the 60's the standard 
of education has continually gone 
down, basic skills in school that 
promote free thinking have been 
degraded to a point where some 
students lack the ability to read 
after graduating from high school. 
Only those students who can natu- 
rally assimilate the institutions 
ideas are fed knowledge, but only 
the knowledge the institution 
deems acceptable. Those students 
who lack the ability to understand 
the institutions required knowl- 
edge, are put into special classes to 
"help" them become part of soci- 
ety. Those people who lack the 
ability to integrate with the ac- 
cepted institutional norms are 
branded radicals and carry with 
them a stigma preventing them 
from being heard in a realistic light 
That stigma results from those of 
us who "jump through the hoops" 
that the institution has put before 
us. We are told what thoughts are 
socially acceptable and that any 
deviation from what is acceptable 
is the result of radical thinking. 
There are many people in society 
who have what is termed radical, 
they keep those ideas and feelings 
unexpressed. They look towards 
the future as if it were a turmel and 
in order to get by they must con- 
form to the institutions ideals. 

The last of the great phi- 
losophers of the sixties died in 
1971. His name was Jim Morrison 
and he prompted people to think 
and explore the self . Granted, he 
had some times, music and poeu-y 
diat seem like gibberish to most 
people, but if we stop and think 
about what he said, I think we will 
see that his poeuy was written for 
a greater reason. In the book Wil- 
demsss. Jim says that: "...poetry 
appeals to me so much-because 
it's so eternal. As long as there are 
people, they can remember words 
and combinations 6f words. ... 
Poetry aims ... to dehver people 
from the limited ways in which 
they see and fell." This is so 
simple and true that the institution 
has sought to stifle free thought

expressed in print and the spoken 
word. In another poem by Jim, he 
expresses the belief that "events 
take place beyond our knowledge". 
the government operated behind 
closed doore in order to protect the 
integrity and processes of our 
democratic natioa Bullshit! We 
do not live in a democracy but in 
an elected dictatorship. The insti- 
tution wants to prevent the people 
from deviating away from the lim- 
ited institutional thoughts and feel- 
ings that are constantly being pro- 
moted. 

The government is sup- 
posed to represent the will of the 
people but it does what it wants. In 
order for the people to get even a 
semblance of power within the 
government we rely on lobby 
groups to press for changes in the 
best interest of the people they 
represent. Have you ever stopped 
to think abut what the professions 
of the politicians were before they 
became our honourable ministers? 
The majority of our representa- 
tives are either lawyers or teach- 
ers. Does this represent a cross 
section of the Canadian Labour 
force? Are we overloaded with 
fast talking lawyers and teachers 
in the general public? The fact is 
that the regular public never has a 
chance to be a representative of 
our government. They don't have 
the required education that the in- 
stitution deems acceptable and 
therefore the will of the general 
populous goes unheeded. The in- 
stitution makes fiscal policies to 
promote and control who becomes 
part of the ruling class of our coun- 
try. Oiu- honourable ministers be- 
come pan of "The Lords" as de- 
scribed by Morrison, these 
"Lords" make up a bastardized 
institution with an agenda all its 
own, and the intention to imple- 
ment that agenda in spite of the 
will of the people. 

How does the institution 
gain the power to implement its 
own will on the people? Divide 
and conquer. The French/English 
controversy in Canada has once 
again come to a head and the 
counU7 staiKls at the brink of divi- 
sion. The people concentrate on 
one predominaitt issue while the 
govemnjent covertly pushes its 
agenda, they have other ways of 
diverting our atlentioa "The Lords 
appease us with images. They 
give us books, c(MKens, gaUeries, 
shows, and cinemas." The institu- 
tion diverts our auention by giv- 
ing to us what we are told to desire. 
^Through art they confuse us and 
blind us to our enslavement Art 
adoms our prison walls, keeps us 
silent and diverted and indiffer- 
ent" We are participating in mod- 
em book burning at a level that is 
stifling free thought Of course we 
don' thave giaiu bonfires like those 
seen in Nazi Germany but how 
many people actually read about 
ideas that differ from those that 
the institution is promoting. We 
don't read any more, we sit and 
watch the television, a stale instm- 
meni which tells us what we want 
Burning of books is just a more 
radical method of preventing peo- 
ple from reading ideas that are 



contrary to the agenda of the insti- 
tution, book burning or not read- 
ing, the results are the same. 

When was the last time you 
could say "Yes, I've read that" 
when a professor talked about a 
novel related to the subject he pres- 
ently is talking about. Many times, 
the novel Brave New World by 
Aldous Huxley was mentioned in 
my courses. Recently, I read the 
book and was astourxled at the 
parallels withinoursociety: "[Our] 
mind is these suggestions, and the 
sum of the suggestions is [our] 
nund. And not the child's only. 
The adult's mind too - all his life 
long. The mind that judges and 
desires and decides- made up of 
these suggestions. But all these 
suggestions are our suggestions! 
... 'Suggestions from die State'". 
Through television propaganda. 



the institution tells us that the 
American/Canadian dream is to 
be productive in society, have a 
spouse, house, two car garage, dog 
and 2.5 children per household; 
not two or three children, but 2.5. 
They use statistics to make us be- 
lieve that conformity is the way of 
the future. Why is this what we 
want? This is because what the 
institution tells us is of value , actu- 
ally becomes our value since we 
are given no other alternatives. 
They give us what we want, but 
what we want is not necessarily 
what it seems. "What do you 
want? Is it music? We can play 
music. You want ecstasy. Desire 
& Dreams. Things not exactly 
what they seem." Those things 
that the institution allows us to 
partake in, are those things that 
keep us ignorant and passive. Few 



are the people who are willing to 
stand up and be heard by express- 
ing new ideas conu-ary to the ideas 
and values of the institution. 

I say to you beware what 
you see, hear or think. Is it you? 
Or are you a reflection of the propa- 
ganda leading to the eventual de- 
mise of free thinking? Are your 
thoughts your own or the result of 
tailored indoctrination of the insti- 
mtion's agenda? Question your- 
self. We the students are to be the 
next institution. The number of 
students entering University from 
high school and as mature stu- 
dents is at an all time high the 
result of the fantasy of attaining 
societies accepted norm as pro- 
moted by the institution. If we 
lose the ability to promote free 
thinking, then we cannot teach oth- 
ers to think on their own. Once 



that happens, the institution has 
ultimate control of what we think, 
how we think, and even worse, 
what not to think.. This article 
invites criticism in a way that may 
not have been seen in quite some 
time. Those who criticize will 
undoubtedly have opinions pro- 
moting conformity with society. I 
say to you, if you cannot look at 
what I put forth objectively and 
see some truth in the printed words 
of my thoughts, then you are lost 
to die institution and my words 
will fall upon deaf ears, those that 
take a hard hne approach to my 
opinion are victims of the repres- 
sion of free thought brought on by 
the institution. For those of you 
who believe in part or in whole 
what has been said, raise your 
voices, tell people what ticks you 
off. "Be vocal, be loud, be heard."

LOCS/EHCL 
Still Fighting for College Fee Funding 

For the past two years LOGS has been fighting to try to have the College Fee system 
at Laurentian changed. Each student at Laurentian that is not registered in a professional 
school, is required to choose a college to be affiliated with. The colleges are Huntington, 
Thomeloe, University of Sudbury, and University College. When you choose your college, 
you immediately give ten dollars to the college council, and they in return run events for their 
college members. The problem is that the people that are not in residence are not welcome 
to go to the residence events even though the student has paid ten dollars to be a part of the 
college. Last year, LOGS put forward a proposal of phasing in changes for the allocation 
of college fees, and those that receive the money were not willing to accept the proposed 
changes. The colleges managed to stall proceedings so that nothing has been done. This 
year, things are going just as slowly. 

The numbers from the last academic year are listed below and compared to how many 
members are in the residence spending the money, to how many people are in the college 
giving the money. 

University College 250 beds 

University of Sudbury 170 beds 

Huntington College 169 beds 

Thomeloe College 54 beds

These numbers show 643 people spending 2547 peoples' money, that means 1904 students 
donate $ 19,040.00 to residence social life. No wonder the colleges don't want to change the 
system. 



LOCS/EHCL Tries to Increase 
Representation on SGA Council 



This year the proposed 
SGA constitutional amend- 
ments did not pass their read- 
ings, and therefore SGA is 
using last year's constitution 
for another year. The pro- 
posed amendments included 
cutting down the residence 
votes from being based on the 
number of members in the 
residence to being one vote 
per residence. This seemed 
to cause some problems with 
the residences because the 
other half of the motion gave 
5 off-campus votes for equal 
representation of the students. 
LOGS tried fighting for this 
amendment to be passed, but 
it did not. This year, there 



were 3 off-campus repre- 
sentatives at the SGA coun- 
cil, and since the regulation 
for residence representation 
is one vote for every 1 50 SGA 
members in their residence, 
maybe the off-campus stu- 
dents should be asking for the 
proportionate number of votes 
based on that criteria. That 
could probably put more off- 
campus votes around the ta- 
ble then the entire council is 
now. 

Since the off-campus 
students of SGA pay about 2/ 
3 of the SGA ' s budget, maybe 
we should have at least as 
many representatives as the 
residences.

Housing Complex Project 



In early October, the Sud- 
bury Metro called a meeting with 
people from Laurentian Univer- 
sity, and Cambrian college to 
find out if there is a need in 
Sudbury foraffordable off-cam- 
pus student housing. At this 
meeting, Cambrian expressed 
that they had a new residence 
complex under way. that they 
had no need for such housing. 
Laurentian expressed a need. 
Sudbury Metro said that the 
group should get together later 
and begin more concrete plans. 
Afterthis meeting, Chris Robson 
met with Richard Maxwell, a 
3rd year engineering student at 
Laurentian. After discussing 
how important such a complex 
would be to LU students, they 
began to make plans to design a 
complex. Richard then found 
several other students to help 
him design the project, and man- 
aged to get a first year graphics 
engineering, a second year civil 
engineering, and a third year 
mining engineering class to help 
with the project. The design 
was submitted for an all Ontario 
design competition to be held in 
Ottawa the last weekend of Feb- 
ruary . The criteria for this com- 
petition is that it be an ongoing 
project for use in a real life situ- 
ation, the project must also in- 
clude the problems faced by 
engineers in designing such a 
project This group has put to- 



gether four models of the com- 
plex, one each for the one bed- 
room complex, the two bedroom 
complex, and the tree bedroom 
complex. The final model is for 
the student centre to be a part of 
the area with a laundromat, a 
student lounge, and the LOCS 
offices. Halfofthe single apart- 
ments are to be totally designed 
for handicapped living arrange- 
ments, and the entire project is 
being designed in an open ac- 
cess manner for the physically 
challenged, with ramps and cut 
curbs. This project has been 
sponsored by the Engineering 
Department, and the project was 
initiated and funded by LOCS. 
This project has also had com- 
merce students working on the 
project for the cost-benefit 
analysis of the project Grant 
Goss has been looking after this 
end and has some other students 
woricing with him for the final 
numbers for the complex. 

This project is going to be 
of great benefit for off-campus 
students at Laurentian, and has 
been a good learning experience 
in the process as well. With a 
commitment of time by students, 
this project is becoming closer 
to a reality, with the meeting 
with the Sudbury Metro hous- 
ing group to be taking place in 
the near future.

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Swim Team makes a Splash at OUAA Finals

The Laurentian University 
men's team competed at the OUAA 
championship finals held at Brock 
University in St. Catherine's on 
February 15th and 16th. The team 
was much stronger this year with 
the addition of such rookies as Jason 
Wickie, Craig Palmer, and Dave 
Chisholm. With arecord of 10 wins 
and 2 loses on the year, the team 
aimed at coming 4th or 5th at the 
championships. 

On the first day of competition 
the team was prepared to swim hard. 
To start the meet the Laurentian 
team had by far the best cheer. They 
started with a cheer then hiked their 
suits up much like a *G-String' and 
ran down the deck in what has be- 
come a Laurentian tradition called 
the 'deck run'. This was met by 
great applause from the crowd. In 
the morning both Jason Wickie and 
Dave Chisholm swam the 1500 
meter Freestyle. Chisholm swam a 
16:08.27 toplaceSth.Wickieplaced 



15th widi a time of 16:53.83 and in 
the evening swam the 200 meter 
Backstroke to place 16th in a time 
of 2:14.31. 

Gerry Patterson swam a per- 
sonal best time of 2:00.04 in the 
200 meter Freestyle to place 14th. 
Both Adrian Gedye and Chris J. 
Bames swam in the consolation 
final in the 100 meter Breaststroke 
placing 3rd and 6th in times of 
1:07.73 and 1:09.68 respectively. 

The highlight of the evening 
came when Campbell Hastings 
swam the 50 meter Freestyle in 
which he won the bronze in the 
time of 0:23.77. 

Shortly after the 4x100 Indi- 
vidual Medley team got on the 
blocks to place 5th the team which 
consisted of Campbell Hastings 
(Backstroke), Adrian Gedye 
(Breaststroke), Dave Chisholm 
(Butterfly), and Gerry Patterson 
(Freestyle), swam a timeof 3:59.48. 
On the second day the team had 



a much stronger performance from 
such swimmers as Rob Campbell, 
Dana Hall, Jon Cole, and the cap- 
tain Steve Russell. 

The 4x50 medley relay which 
consisted of the same members of 
the 4x 100 Individual Medley, swam 
a blistering time of 1:48.68. How- 
ever they got out touched on the 
final length and placed 5th. 

In the 100 meter Freestyle Hast- 
ings swam a 52.30 in the prelimi- 
nary heats held in the morning. At 
night he was ranked 3rd and hoped 
to medal. Unfortunately he finished 
out of the medals by one tenth of a 
second, and ended up 5th. 

Dave Chisholm swam a incred- 
ible 200 meter Butterfly, after be- 
ing 6di at the 100 meter mark of the 
race Chisholm turned on the juice 
to fend off U of T and McMaster 
swimmers and placed 4th, in a time 
of 2:05.54. Not more than 15 min- 
utes later Chisholm was in the 4(X) 
Individual Medley. Not shaved 



down as the other swimmers were, 
Chisholm was left at a disadvan- 
tage, yet he swam a solid race plac- 
ing 5th in his personal best time of 
4:32.12. 

In the 200 meter Breaststroke 
Adrian Gedye found himself against 
tough competition, as the three fast- 
est Breaststrokers in the country 
were also in the race. Gedye ham- 
mered the first 100 but fell off his 
stroke in the second half of the race 
to come 8th in a time of 2:28.93. 

The team was also helped by the 
depth added from Steve Rhondeau, 
Frank McDonaugh, Chris V. Bames 
and Chris Cargens. 

The meet was not without great 
enthusiasm and spirit. The 
McMaster team got a mouthful from 
Byron Mcdonald, Coach of the Year 
and Head Olympic Coach, after an 
Alumni sponsored joke entertained 
the crowd. The Alumni had brought 
a inflatable sex doll who was fitted 
with a men's suit. The McMaster 



squad with shaved heads cheered, 
as the doll was retrieved in a some 
what sexual manner. 

Later the team anxiously waited 
the final tabulation of the scores. 
When the scores came out the team 
was left in shock, as they had come 
6th by half a point.

PURPOSES AND OBJECTIVES 

The purposes and objectives of the SGA are: 
To promote the interests and welfare of the members of the 
SGA. 

To determine recognition and financial and other support 
for clubs, organizations subject to this Constitution and its 
By-laws. 

To observe and analyse the academic, social, and physical 
growth or decline of the University and Educational System 
and to make suitable recommendations and/or responses to 
the appropriate bodies, groups and individuals. 
To promote awareness of University, community, provin- 
cial, national, and international issues amongst students 
and to iniiiate action in relation to these issues. 
To support, encourage and develop social functions and 
r^fhtT services for the benefit of SGA members. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Every student of Laurentian University shaU be a member 

of the SGA. subject to the following conditions: 

That s/he be a registered full time (with greater than ZS 

courses) student of Laurentian University. 

That s/he pay the prescribed fee known as the "Students' 

General Association fee", the amount of which shall be 

detenmned by the SGA Board. 

Only a registered SGA member may be eligible to run for 

and hold any SGA Executive or Board position. 

OFFICIAL LANGUAGES 

The official languages of the SGA shall be English and 
French. 

SGA documents shaU be made available in both official 
languages if so requested by an SGA member 
AH promotional material must be in both offical lan- 
guages. 

JURISDICTION 

The SGA Board shall be the final authority on aU matters 
of SGA govCTnance. widi other student governments, or 
with any other person or organization within or outside of 
the University. 

Decide on a budget for the operation of the SGA. 
May recognize other organizations. 
Consider and set SGA policy. 
Make By-Laws for the conduct of its affairs. 
Appoint SGA members to University committees. 
Choose from among SGA members such officers, not 
provided for in this Constitution, as it deems necessary for 
the exercise of its powers. 

Be the only legal sponsor of aU elections to SGA positions 
as well as of all referenda pertaining to the SGA. 
The SGA Executive shall be regarded as having the author- 
ity of the SGA Board under 5.1 (except as to amending of 
this Constitution and its By-laws) during the time between 
the end of the last exam in April and the first day of 
September on-campus registration should there be no quo- 
rum for the SGA Board present in Sudbury. The SGA 
Executive must report to the SGA Board at its first regular 
meeting in September on its activities during this period. 
A decision made by SGA members at an SGA Board 
sponsored referendum shall have the authority of the SGA 
Board under 5.1, except the SGA Board cannot overrule a 
referendum.

THE BOARD 

The Board of the SGA shall consist of the SGA members 
elected or appointed, as the members of the Executive, the 
SGA Senators, the Academic Representatives, the Resi- 
dence Representatives, the Off-Campus Representatives, 
the Commissioner of Student Affairs, Native Students 
Commissioner and the International Students* Commis- 
sioner as voting members. 
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THE EXECUTIVE 

The Executive of the SGA shall consist of the President, the 
Vice-PresidentEjcl^r/ifl/, the Vice-President Finance, Vice- 
Presideni Services, and Vure-Presu/enf Bilingual Affairs. 

The President, and the Vice-President Exterrtal, the Vice- 
President Services and the Vice-President Bilingual Af- 
fairs shall be elected in a plurality vote by all members of 
the SGA. 

The Vice-Presdient Finance shaU be appointed by a 2/3 
majority vote by all members of SGA Board in a secret 
baUot 

THE SGA SENATORS 

The student Senators representing the SGA on the Univer- 
sity Senate shall also sit on the SGA Board 
Four SGA Senators shall be elected in a plurahty vote by all 
members of the SGA. 

The student senators shaU consult with the SGA Board in 
regards to the up-coming senate meeting agenda. However, 
in the event that an SGA Board meeting does not fall within 
the one-week time frame after which the SGA senators 
receive their advance senate packages, the student senators 
shall consult with SGA executive in a joint executive 
senate meeting. 

The student senators shall submit a written report to SGA 
fioartf following their most recent University Senate meet- 
ing. 

THE ACADEMIC REPRESENTATIVES 

The Academic Representatives shall represent the SGA 
membCTS majority in their area of study (be it a professional 
school or another academic department). 
There shall be one (1) representative from each recog- 
nized studertts* association or council that represerUs an 
area of study 

The Academic Representatives shall be elected in a plural- 
ity vote by all SGA members represented by their recog- 
nized area of study Students* Association or Council un- 
less, at the coming into effect of this Constitution, as 
Association or Council has another manner of selecting its 
SGA representative which has been accepted by the SGA 
Board 

THE RESIDENCE REPRESENTATIVES 

The Residence Representatives shall represent the SGA 
members living in their area of residence (be it in a College, 
Single or married Students Residence or Off-Campus) 
The shall be one (1) representative for each of Oie follow- 
ing residences: Huntington College, University of Sud- 
bury, Thorneloe College, University College, and Single 
Students Residence. 

The Residence Representatives shall be elected in a plural- 
ity vote by all SGA members represented by their recog- 
nized area of residence Students' Association or Council 
unless, at the coming into effect of this Constitutioa and 
Association or Council has another manner of selecting its

OFF-CAMPUS REPRESENTATIVES 

The Off-Campus Representatives shall represent the SGA

The Alternates shall represent recognized area of study or

1 1 .0 elections AND TERMS OF OFFICE 

11.1 AU officers mentioned in 1 . 1 shall be elected not later than 
the last day of March and shaU take office on AprU 30 for 
a period of one year. 

1 1 .2 A by-election may be held to fill a vacant position for the 
remainder of its term of office. 

12.0 REMOVAL OF OFHCERS 

12.1 Any member of the SGA Board may be removed from 
office for dereliction of duty or incompetence upon a 2/3 
majority vote of the entire voting membership of the SGA 
Board (not counting vacancies), notice having been given 
to the SGA Board at a previous meeting and in writing to 
the person who is in jeopardy of being removed from office 
at least seven (7) days before the vote. 

12.2 Any member of the SGA Board may be removed from 
office by referendum initiated by a petition signed by 15% 
of the relevant constituency, with the specific group the 
relevant member represents. The reasonfor initiating this 
petition must be a valid one in the eyes of the SGA Board. 
The petition must be presented before the Board in seven 
(7) days of its receipt, and held within ten (10) working 
days, and the question on the referendum ballot shall 
read, *^S hall (name of person) on the SGA Board continue 
to hold office of (name of office) on the SGA Board?'* The 
referendum decision shall be made by a 2/3 majority vote. 
Only members of the relevant constituency may vote in 
such a referendum. 

ARTICLK n i - MEKTINfiS 
1.0 MEETINGS 

A quomm of the SGA Board and Executive shaU be a 
simple majority of all occupied seats on tiiose bodies. 
There must be at least one meeting of the SGA Board per 
month, from September to April inclusive, and aU SGA 
Board meetings shall be open unless otherwise decided at 
the said meeting by an affirmative 2/3 vote of the entire 
voting membership of the SGA Board (not counting v acan- 
cies). 

Robertas Rules of Order shaU be the standing rules of aU 
meetings of the SGA Board and Executive unless these 
rules conflict witii this Constitution or its By-laws, in which 
case the latter take precedence. 

Any SGA Board member missing three (3) consecutive 
meetings or a total of five (5) meetings of the SGA Board 
without a valid reason and collaboration may be consid- 
ered to have been removed from his/her office. 
There shall be a distinction between voting and non- 
voting observer members in SGA Board meetings. 

ARTICLE TV - CQNSTTTl mO N AND RV-KAWS 

1.0 CONSTITUTION 

The constitution must go through three (3) reading spread 
over three (3) regual meeting of the SGA Board. On the 
diird meeting, the constitution must be passed by a 2/3 
majorky vote (not counting vacancies). Any amendment 
to this Constimtion must be pubhcly posted and notification 
of any said amendment must be inserted in the student 
newsp^er before its first reading at the SGA Board 
This Constimtion may be amended or replaced by an 
affuTnative2/3majorityvoteofallofthemembershipofthe 
SGA voting at referendum and the same requirements 
pertaining to posting and pubUshing of the amendment or 
new Constitution as in 2.2 shall apply except that this must 
be done at least 2 weeks before the referendum date and 
must have 15% of the total SGA student body.
